Business uf all kinds is hesitating until 
more can be determined about the fu- 
ture, and meanwhile orders which will 
keep hands «t work for a time are given 
and aooepted, this w.eek increasing as in 
some others decreasing, without afford- 
ing rt'HsoiiHblf iiulicutiijiiB of tli" lutnre. 

Prices ai'e ugmn gi-fjitly di jpr'ss*^!, us 
low ur luwei' than ivtr having been 
JiiaUe in wheat, Hilvev mid Huiae ihhiiu- 
factured pro<incts, niul in itlici cotton, 
wool nor raw iron huve aiivaiiced. Tne 
glutted iiumey marijots continue to show 
that tlie voliune of business is still in- 
adeiiuatc to employ the circulation 
HvaiiHlih', and tlie withdrawal of about 
)|i«0,0O0,000 from the New York murket 
by the sale of puvcniinent iKind.s does 
not I au^e the oxp' vU d ntieii,ntliening of 
r!it«^t*. With gradually dem iisiiig ship- 
lueiit.s of iiierchaudiso to other couiitriee, 
foreign exchaiigr nst'S, and boiue exiKirts 
of gold are t)jiiiect+>(i. 

Tht! voluiii." of domesti'- trade does not 
seem tt) increase. In all clearinghouse 
payments th^ decrease is 44.0 ix;r cent 
tor tiie week. a*;aiiit ;{T.8 for tne pre- 
vious week, and about 157.5 per cent for 
the month thus far. 

Industrial changes have been few. but 
a little better demand for souio textile 
geods has stirted more milis than have 
stopped. Tliere i.i a better feeling in 
fancy cotton, though some goods area 
shade lower. Woolen dress goods are 
atoadv with lair demand, and though or- 
ders for heavy woolens and worsteds are 
light, they are a little better, some 
•gents having made t'uir progress. £n- 
uouragemetit is felt by some in the cal- 
cnlatiou that clothiers have done about 
00 per cent of the uhual spring businees, 
wmle manufacturers have done about 
S2 1-2 p.'r cent, so tliut clothier.V stocks 
must be reduced. 

Shipments of boots and shoes for tho 
week show a decreiute of 24. b per cent, 
and for the month lU iier cent, against 
20.2 in Jannar}', and buyers are doing 
▼eiy little, but in cheaper goods most 
factories are at work, tnougn not with 
jibe full number of hands. A^ttleini- 
provement is seen in women*! I^t and 
medium p iced calf goo<Is. 

A larger demand gives encouragement 
in the iron and steel mauufaelxu-eand in- 
crease* the output of mills, though it is 
vet only SO to tfO per cent of their capaci- 
ty. Hence fierce competition continues 
to depress prices, and while the recent 
slight advauoe in eteel billets and pig 
iron has been lost, some other products 
are selling lower than ever,

In some 
manner, not explained ih the dispatoh, 
the British bark Montgomery Caatle, 
honnd fi-om NeW York to Anjer, Java, 
for orilei-8. has reache<l Fayal after ex- , 
IK-riencing fearful weather. All the 
bark's boats were washed away, Inr 
cabin wasatove in. evervtliing moveable 
on her deotts wil #ahhM otelrboard ioA 
she was lealring. 

In addition, during the storm, eight of 
her crew, including all the officers, were 
wa~li( d jverlK)ard and drowned, leaving 
iiolx-Hly <in iMiard the ship capable 
of navigating her. 

Tht! Montgomery Castle recently ar 
riv. d at Now York from Rio .Janeiro 
and left the former port on Jan. '21 
under the command of Captain Bines 
for the Strait of Suiida, in which the 
port of An.ier is situated. 

Thi? b.irk was built at Liverpool in 
1 "00, she was of about "^.'i tons register 
and waa owned by VV. Blair & Com- 
pans' of Liverpool. 

It is presumed that the survivors of 
the crew of the Montgomery (..'a-stle, who 
can not be more than aiont half a dozen 
in number, must have had great diiQ- 
culty in making the Azors withbut any- 
body on board of her who understood 
navigation. It to. therefore, supposed 
that the survivors worked the ship en- 
tirely h}' dead reckoning and mere chance 
and the cnrrent'i must have drifted them 
within sight of bind. _

FREE COAL AND IRON ORE. 
"There is no reasonable excuse even 

from thf protectionha'f point of vinp" says 
the New York Times, for the retention of 
the duty of 75 cents a tun on iron ore and 
bituminous coal. So far as iron ore is 
coiu'erneil, tlie opposition to the .wise 
provision of the liuuse hill comes from 
Northern Alabamf and the r^on near 
the lieu'l of Lake Superior, wliere the 
greater part of domestic supply is obtain- 
ed. That there is no reasonable gnjund 
for opposition in .Mabama is shown by 
the fact freely admitted by those who ask 
for a duty— that the cost of making iron 
in Alabama is lower now than the cost 
in any other part of the world. It is no- 
torious that durin;: the l.ist six months 
large quantities of Alabama iron have 
been sold at prices much lower than the 
lowest i)rii'e of |-"iiglish iron in the En- 
gliiih market, and that tliousaads of tons 
have been sold to English buyers. The 
removal of tin- duty could have no injiir- 
io IS edect up'Hi the southern iron indus- 
try. 

"The free iniport:itio;i of hituminotis 
<'oal would touch only the edtie of the 
enormous domestic industry that turns 
out 113,000,000 tons n year. Here a\n\m 
we see a silly protest from .Mahama, al- 
though the coal interests (jf that State 
could not be affected. The mine owners 
of Alabama sell no coal in New England 
or California, where the<iuantity of Cana- 
dian coal used would be increased. They 
do sell their coal in foreign ooontries in 
open competition with th« ocwl of the 
world."

"But shoulil a (|Uor)un fail to vote and 
the point be made no quorum had voted, 
then any member can announce to the 
Speaker that a member (giving his name) 
is present and failed to vote on such mil 
call. Thereupon the Speaker shall direct 
the tiiergeant«t- Arms to bringmch mem- 
ber before the bar of the House ; and, 
when the Sergeant-at-Arms has brought 
saoh member before the bar fA the 
House, the Speaker shall then direct 
the Clerk to call the name of such 
member, who, again failing to vote, shall 
he noted on the journal by the Clerk as 
present, and be counted by the Speaker 
for the purpose of making a quorum." 

Mr. Paynter's proposed rule is some- 
what similar to that presented to the 
House by Btpresentative Dearmond, of 
Misaoari, bat omits the fine which Mr. 
I )earmond wonid inflict for refusal to vote. 

The plan proposed liy the Ninth dis- 
trict's Uepresentative seems to be an ex- 
cellent one. It is far preferable to Osar 
Heed's method of counting hats, um- 
brellas and anything else in sight to make 
a qnorom.

Talk on This ImportMil 

In a communication to t\ie nttabais 
Post, a Brilliant iron woi^cr irritM u 

followa : 

"I desire to say to my fellow-crafts- 
men, nflthout fear of contradiction, that 
the only portion of that much-boasted 
protection that was to Increase wa^es 
•nd give steadier employment, was that 
which they got through their trades 
nnioD. And I dare any person to show 
one single instance in which an increase 
ofdoties In time of peace has brought 
with it the promiMcd increase in want's 
of the iron woricer. During the war^ 
when mechani<|^ were scarce and work 
plentiful, wages advanced until, as a 
natural result, puddling reached its high- 
est flgore in 1864, vis. IBJS; but since 
thnt time th« piioe has otmitantly de- 
creased, notwithstanding all promises 
oi protectionists to the contrary. And 
DOW protection has built a wall about 
the manufacturer almost invincible in 
its character, warranting the accumula- 
tion of vast fortunes and the ainaPiiing of 
wealth in the organization of compacts 
and trusts, with such vast increases in 
capacities that the result of six months' 
operation will supply a year's markets 
on demand. In conseciinMK!!', Iab(ir is 
made to suffer the other six months of 
the year and is literally starved into snb- 
mittinf; to proffered reduction of wages. 

" Fellow tradesmen, can't you see the 
folly of your adbeirenoe to this system of 
tariff and protection? Cease worship- 
ing the golden calf set up for you by 
Ifl^or McKinley and turn your attention 
to a patty that will legislate for your bet- 
ter hiterests. The English manofactu rer 
ia satisfled with 3 per cent, on his invcst- 
mant and will operate his works ten 
months each year and stock up a portion 
of his product, whib' the American is 
not satisfied with less than 100 per cent, 
'upon his investment, and must realise it 
in pix months. So you can readily see 
the difference between the English woik- 
man and the American workman. Tha 
first has ten months eI^ployment per 
year while the latter has but six 
months. The increase in the number of 
days 'emf)loyed per annum of the (iint 
makes up the advance in wajjes per diem 
ot the latter. 

"And in conclusion I debire to say 
something in regard to the ansertion 
made that the! Brilliant mill before the 
introduction of the Wilson bill was a 
flourishing indifitry. I will make a 
statement of facts taken from data pre- 
,served by myself extending back for the 
past three years, being llajrseU a pnddler, 
and having worked every ilay the mill 
has run in the above steted perio«l, for 
which time I liave 'simek a balance, 
which shows me that I have averaged 
the precise sum per diem of $1.14. 

''Now the reader may draw his own 
conclusion as to the llourising of this in- 
dustry, but here is the rub. I am pro- 
claimed as earning $4.25 per day (by the 
public press) without any stotement of 
lost time, which has reduced my pay to 
the first named figures as averaged. Yet 
I am really worse off than the workmen 
on the section, who receive $1.16 per day, 
and have employment, in most instances, 
every day in the year, wliile the public is 
left to presume that the pnddler works 
the .same nmnbcrof days per aimum. All 
this has taken place under the most rig- 
idly prohibitive tariff In the knpwn 
world."
